Until  the  very  hour  of  his  death  in  the  early  morning  of  March  27, 
President  Pulliam  maintained  the  untiring  spirit  which  characterized  the 
nine  years  of  his  presidency.  A  great  part  of  the  success  of  the  campaign 
to  make  S.  I.  X.  U.  the  University  of  Southern  Illinois  was  due  to  the 
speaking  ability  and  sound  judgment  of  President  Pulliam — and  perhaps 
his  passing  was  hastened  by  his  unceasing,  exhausting  work  during  the 
past  year  for  the  passage  of  the  USI  Pill  in  the  state  legislature.  He  was 
teacher,  administrator,  writer,  leader — a  great  educator.  By  putting  his 
clear-sighted  progressive  opinions  into  force,  Mr.  Pulliam  brought  S.  I. 
N.  U.  to  rank  as  one  of  the  best  teachers'  colleges  in  the  United  States, 
and  started  it  well  on  its  way  to  becoming  a  great  university,

Mr.  John  W.  Allen,  direc- 
tor of  the  museum,  has  made 
valuable  additions  to  its  collec- 
tions of  historic  articles  and  bird 
and  animal  displays.  The  mu- 
seum is  open  to  the  public. 
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PUBLICITY  OFFICE 

The  publicity  office,  located  in 
the  basement  of  Parkinson  Lab- 
oratory, was  established  in  1936 
by  the  late  President  Pulliam 
for  the  purpose  of  promoting  a 
closer  and  friendlier  relationship 
between  the  college  and  the  peo- 
ple of  Southern  Illinois.  This 
year,  the  department  is  under  the 
directorship  of  Lois  Ledbetter, 
a  student  from  Murphysboro, 
assisted  by  Clara  Pixley,  also  a 
student.  Each  week,  a  number  of 
news  releases  concerning  campus 
meetings,  speakers,  changes  in 
faculty,  and  hometown  stories  on 
student  activities,  are  sent  to  a 
mailing  list  of  approximately  150 
Southern  Illinois  and  metropoli- 
tan newspapers.  The  Public  Re- 
lations Office  also  works  with  the 
other  teachers'  colleges  of  the 
state  through  the  medium  of  the 
Public     Information     Council, 


which  publishes  the  professional  bulletin,  Education 
Today,  and  issues  cooperative  releases.  The  local  office 
holds  membership  in  the  American  College  Publicity 
Association.  Southern's  publicity  office  is  unique  in  that 
it  has  always  been  managed  by  student  employees,  as  at 
present  by   Miss  Ledbetter  and  Miss  Pixley. 


PHOTOGRAPHY  OFFICE

The  Orchestra  has  continued  its  traditional  service 
of  providing  the  music  for  the  weekly  college  assembly. 
Directed  by  Mr.  Emerson  Van  Cleave,  it  has  offered 
a  wide  variety  of  music  for  student  appreciation  in 
these  assemblies. 

Heard  frequently  in  chapel  and  on  radio  broadcasts 
is  the  MacDowell  Club  directed  by  Mr.  David  S. 
Mcintosh.  A  chorus  of  mixed  voices,  it  provides  vocal 
training  for  its  members  and  entertainment  for  stu- 
dents and  for  the  public. 

Since  there  were  fewer  men  than  usual  this  jear, 
Mr.  Floyd  V.  Wakeland  organized  a  new  singing 
group  made  up  entirely  of  girls.

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HOUSES 


The  Pan-Hellenic  Council  in  past  years 
has  cooperated  with  the  Inter- Fraternity 
Council  in  affairs  concerning  the  Greek 
houses  on  the  campus.  Because  all  the  fra- 
ternities on  the  campus  have  been  disbanded 
for  the  duration,  the  Council  is  the  unit 
which  brings  harmony  among  the  Greeks. 
Each  of  the  three  sororities.  Delta  Sigma 
Epsilon,  Pi  Kappa  Sigma,  and  Sigma  Sigma 
Sigma,  has  three  members  who  attend  Pan- 
Hellenic  meetings.  The  sorority  president 
and  two  elected  members  from  each  house 
represent  their  own  organization.  This 
group  holds  a  formal  dance  on  the  campus 
every  spring. 

Delta  Sigma  Epsilon  was  the  first  Greek 
house  to  be  organized  at  Southern  Illinois 
Normal  University.  Alpha  Delta  Chapter  of 
Delta  Sigma  Epsilon  was  installed  on  May 
11,  1928.  It  is  one  of  the  national  social 
sororities  which  are  found  on  campuses  of 
teachers'  colleges.  The  Delta  Sigs  held  a 
formal  dance  at  the  beginning  of  the  spring 
term.  They  were  "in  the  scrap"  for  mate- 
rials which  could  be  salvaged  from  towns- 
people and  sent  to  O'Reilly  Hospital  in 
Springfield,  Missouri.  Convalescing  soldiers 
use  these  miscellaneous  objects  to  make  use- 
ful articles. 

Pi  Kappa  Sigma,  another  of  the  educa- 
tional, social  sororities,  is  the  youngest  of 
the  three  at  Southern.  Alpha  Xi  Chapter 
of  Pi  Kappa  Sigma  was  installed  here  on 
May  14,  1939.  This  sorority  has  grown 
from  a  group  of  five  members  in  1939  to 
40  in  1944.  The  girls  held  a  Winter  Formal 
dance  in  the  Little  Theatre  this  year. 

Sigma  Sigma  Sigma  is  a  national  educa- 
tion sorority,  having  both  scholastic  and 
social  requirements  for  its  members.  Alpha 
Xti  Chapter  was  installed  at  S.  I.  N.  U. 
in  1931,  and  has  since  come  to  stand  for 
many  worthwhile  traditions. — For  a  social 
service  project  this  year  the  girls  held  an 
all-school  dance,  at  which  time  they  col- 
lected enough  materials  to  make  up  scrap- 


books  to  send  to  hospitals  where  wounded 
veterans  of  this  war  are  recovering. 

Since  the  Army  program  necessitated 
the  use  of  the  girls'  dormitory,  Anthony 
Hall,  the  girls  who  had  occupied  this  build- 
ing were  forced  to  move  to  privately- 
owned  homes.  Most  of  these  girls  have 
maintained  their  organization  by  moving 
into  two  houses,  The  Manor  and  Anthony 
Hall  Annex.  These  girls  sponsored  a  for- 
mal dance  in  the  Little  Theatre  on  Febru- 
ary 4.  Their  decorations  at  the  Manor  took 
first  place  in  the  Homecoming  Decorations 
Contest. 

Kai-Shek  Hall  is  an  organized  house 
which  was  named  in  honor  of  Madame 
Chiang  Kai-Shek.  The  float  whcih  these 
girls  decorated  for  the  Homecoming  Pa- 
rade won  them  the  first  place. 

Harmony  Hall  is  a  girls'  cooperative 
which  is  used  for  the  Home  Management 
Practice  house.  This  opportunity  was  made 
possible  for  home  economics  majors  by 
Miss  Lucy  K.  Woody. 

Johnson's  is  another  well-known  girls' 
cooperative  at  Southern.  It  was  organized 
for  the  convenience  of  the  girls,  and  it  is 
not  affiliated  with  the  college  work. 

Tamarack  and  Turner  Twelve  are  the 
two  newest  organized  houses  on  the  cam- 
pas.  Tamarack  is  located  at  814  South 
University  Avenue.  The  Turner  Twelve  or- 
ganization is  at  910  South  Illinois  Avenue. 
Sigma  Gamma  Rho  has  its  Psi  Chapter 
on  the  local  campus.  This  national  sorority 
for  colored  girls  was  organized  here  in 
1932.  The  group  has  as  its  objectives  the 
promoting  of  friendly  contact,  recognition 
of  scholarship,  the  building  of  character, 
and  the  furthering  of  cooperation. 

La  Casa  Maynor  is  the  first  Negro  girls' 
Co-op  house  to  be  established.  It  came  into 
existence  in  the  fall  of  1943  through  the 
efforts  of  the  two  sororities.  Alpha  Kappa 
Alpha  and  Sigma  Gamma  Rho.

At  the  beginning  of  the  season,  hopes  for 
a  successful  basketball  team  were  practically 
nil.  (  )nly  one  letter  man  returned  from  the 
team  that  had  tied  for  second  in  the  confer- 
ence in  the  preceding  season,  and  just  13 
men  reported  for  practice.  Before  the  sea- 
son was  hardly  started  two  of  the  first  five- 
were  out  with  leg  injuries.  Sheffer.  the  only 
letterman,  suffered  a  knee  injury  earl}'  in 
December  and  was  out  until  late  in  Janu- 
ary. Genesio  broke  his  leg  soon  afterwards, 
and  was  out  for  the  rest  of  the  season. 

With  these  two  men  out,  Coach  "Abe" 
.Martin  had  to  change  his  offensive  plays 
and  use  a  slow  break  instead  of  the  fast 
break  he  had  planned.  The  adjustments 
were  soon  made,  and  the  team  showed  its 
strength  by  defeating  Evansville's  Navy 
team  twice  and  by  holding  Old  Normal's 
Navy  squad  to  a  two-point  margin.  Only 
once  in  the  entire  season  was  the  team 
beaten  by  more  than  ten  points.

Not  all  was  so  bright,  though.  Southern 
dropped  an  overtime  to  Cape  and  then  lost 
the  return  game  by  four  points.  Meanwhile 

Eastern  had  set  them  back  twice. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  season,  things  be- 
gan to  pick"  up.  Southern  downed  the  strong 
DeKalb  quintet  twice,  defeated  Macomb, 
and  then  trompled  Eastern  to  take  undis- 
puted possession  of  second  place  in  the 
Illinois  Inter-Collegiate  Conference  —  the 
highest  rank  that  Southern  has  had  in  many 
years. 

For  the  season  the  team  scored  744  points, 
while  they  held  their  opponents  to  660 
points.  For  the  sixteen  games  this  averages 
46.5  points  per  game  for  Southern  against 
42.25  points  per  game  for  Southern's  oppo- 
nents. In  recognition  for  his  success  in  his 
first  year  as  basketball  coach  Glenn  "Abe" 
Martin  was  rated  as  coach  of  the  year  by 
Fred  Young  of  the  Pdoomington  Panto- 
graph and  was  recognized  as  such  through- 
out the  Midwest.

Sheffer,  a  sophomore 
from  Zeigler,  was  this  season's  captain.

Ernie  Knowles,  acting  captain  in  the  ab- 


sence of  Sheffer,  is  a  sophomore  from  Bon- 
nie. Ernie's  record  is  unusual  because  he 
played  no  competive  basketball  in  high 
school.  Ernie's  lack  of  height  is  overshad- 
owed by  his  speed  during  play. 

Sam  Milosevich,  freshman  from  Zeigler, 
led  the  team  in  individual  scoring  honors. 
Sam,  a  brother  of  Nick  Alilosevich,  played 
the  center  position. 

Dick  Harmon  is  another  one  of  the  fresh- 
men who  gave  this  team  its  tire.  Dick  is 
from  Granite  City.  He  played  forward  posi- 
tion on  the  team,  and  was  noted  for  his 
one-handed  shots. 
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Barney  Genesio  held  the  other  forward 
position  until  he  fractured  his  leg  in  the 
Evansville  game.  Barney,  a  freshman  from 
Valier,  was  definitely  among  the  top  five 
until  his  injury  kept  him  out  of  competition 
for  the   remainder  of  the  season. 

Cam  Van  Buskirk  is  a  sophomore,  but 
he  had  not  entered  inter-mural  basketball 
until  this  year.  Cam  is  from  Granite  City 
where  he  saw  a  lot  of  action  in  high  school.

As  the  situation  was  with  all  other  sports  on  the  Southern 
campus  in  the  past  year,  so  it  was  with  track.  There  was  less 
competition  and  the  schedule  was  necessarily  very  abbreviated 
and  on  a  war-time  hasis. 

Southern's  thinclad  athletes  competed  in  only  three  dual 
meets  in  the  1943  season.  In  the  first  meet  Southern  lost  a 
close  contest  to  Cape  Girardeau  70-56  and  dropped  the  return 
meet  on  the  home  field  67-59. 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  season  was  the  dual  meet 
with  Old  Normal.  The  Maroons  nosed  out  the  Red  Birds 
65 y2  to  60J/  to  clear  up  the  record  of  track  and  field  compe- 
tition with  the  Rloomington  boys.  In  the  history  of  the  competi- 
tion between  the  two  schools,  Southern  has  lost  only  one  dual 
meet.  That  was  in   1942. 

In  the  IIC  meet,  held  at  Old  Normal,  the  Maroons  scored 
all  24  of  their  points  in  the  field  events  with  the  same  power 
in  tlie  discus,  shot-put,  and  javelin,  that  enabled  them  to  over- 
come Old  Normal.  Southern  placed  4th  in  the  conference  meet.

It  is  in  the  field  of  gymnastics  that 
Southern  is  most  widely  known  in  the 
athletic  world.  Under  the  tutelage  of 
Coach  Joe  DiGiovanna.  the  Southern 
gymnasts  have  been  among  the  best 
in  the  country  for  several  years.

The  record  of  Southern's  1943  Tennis 
Team  was  perfect  and  one  that  offers  a 
challenge  to  all  of  its  followers.  Very  capa- 
bly coached  by  Dr.  C.  I).  Tenney,  the  team 
in  its  short  season  played  and  won  live 
dual  meets. 

Coach  Tenney  started  practice  with  a 
squad  of  six  men.  two  of  whom,  Everett 
Goddard  and  Roy  Leilich,  were  lettermen 
from  the  year  before.  The  results  of  the 
season  are  as  follows :

While  guns  roared  in  the  European  and  Pacific  theatres  of  war,  Southern — 
true  to  tradition — carried  on  with  its  annual  Homecoming. 

Homecoming  was  officially  opened  on  Friday  morning,  October  22,  at  11 :00 
o'clock.

The  first  consignment  of  Army  Air  Corps  Cadets  arrived  at  Southern  on 
March  1,  1943.  S.I.N.U.  is  one  of  the  281  schools  in  the  nation  to  have  an  Army 
Air  Corps  College  Training  Program.  Since  this  time  there  has  been  a  steady 
flow  of  cadets  to  and  from  this  campus. 

These  airmen  are  housed  at  Anthony  Hall  and  at  the  University  Courts,  one 
block  north  of  the  campus  on  South  University  Avenue.  The  men  are  fed  in  the 
dining  room  of  Anthony  Hall. 

The  training  these  men  receive  is  both  physical  and  academic.  A  strenuous 
physical  training  program  is  given  the  cadets  by  the  college  staff.  The  college  offers 
to  the  men  a  program  of  420  hours  which  includes  mathematics,  physics,  current 
history,  geography,  and  English.  Flight  training  is  given  at  the  Marion  Airport. 

These  men  of  the  69th  College  Training  Detachment  have  added  much  to  the 
social  life  of  Southern.  In  the  Spring  of  1943  they  presented  "Kaydets  in  Ka- 
dence"  at  Shryock  Auditorium.  Many  men  are  present  at  all  college  dances. 
Special  student-cadet  mixers  are  given  at  various  times  by  college  organizations. 

The  cadets  organized  basketball  teams.  One  of  these  teams  received  permis- 
sion to  play  the  college  varsity  team  in  a  game  st?.ged  to  sell  war  bonds.
